A San Francisco dispatch states that at 
Oaklaad on Friday evening there was a rous­ 
ing antl-Chlnese meeting, several thousand 
being present, Including delegates from that 
city and neighboring towns. 
The public schools in San Francisco were 
cloned on Friday for the centennial vacation, 
whlcb lasts until July 10th. 
Bernal Heights, the scene of the recent 
quarts discoveries, was visited on Friday by 
a large number of people, Including many 
California street men. Several additional 
claims have been staked out, and work will 
be at once commenced on some of them to 
test the question. The whole neighborhood 
Is In a state of excitement. 
The New York Sun publishes a letter dated 
Augusta, Me., November 25th, 187,6 from 
James Q. Blaine to Warren Fisher of Boston, 
offering for $25,000 to procure tor Fisher the 
one hundred and ninety-second part of the 
entire franchise of the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road, Including the Land Company’s stock. 
Blaine wants nothing said. 
One hundred and fifteen thousand dollars 
were sent to Europe from New York on Fri­ 
day. 
A W ashington dispatch stales that In the 
House, Lord, from the J udlciary Committee, 
reported the bill orginally Introduced by Pi­ 
per of California, amending the revised stat­ 
utes so as to make the foes of Clerks of the 
United States Courts the same In California 
as In other States, which was pissed. 
. 
Mark Twain will preside at the opening of 
the California building. 
The Illinois delegates to the Cincinnati 
Convention will not vole for Blaine. A 
soft money plank In the platform of that 
State kills him. 
Speaker Kvrr does not propose to answer 
the charges preferred against him unless an 
Investigation is ordered. 
The will of A. T. Stewart Is to be contested. 
There are a num ber of contestants and the 
case Is In the hands of the lawyers. 
A London dispatch states that the Court 
Circular has advices that the Prince of Wales 
It suffering from lnflamation of the veins of 
the leg, and will be compelled to keep In 
the house for some days. One of the rumors 
circulating on the Stock Exchange says that 
this attack Is more serious than the an­ 
nouncement Indicates. 
A Berlin despatch says: Herzegovinian 
leaders held a meeting on the 23d, having 
been informed what the principal proposi­ 
tions of the Berlin Conference were. They 
determined to continue the war until the In­ 
dependence of Herzegovlnla and Bosnia Is 
concluded. 
A telegram from Belgrade says there has 
been serious fighting In Bulgaria. The Turks 
have hanged several Chiefs and Priests at 
Paaavlck. It Is also rumored that there has 
been a general massacre cf Christians In that 
neighborhood, and the insurgents are flying 
to the mountains. 
The Porte intends to call out all the reserv­ 
es and m ake an effort to suppress the Insur­ 
rection It Is rnmored that the 8ultan, on 
hearing that the cash in the treasury was not 
sufficient to meet the expenses of the public 
debts, he proposed to advance the necessary 
funds from his private funds. 
The Em m a Mine committee reported yes­ 
terday and submitted the following resolu­ 
tion and unanimously recommended Its pas­ 
sage by the House: Resolved,that this House 
condemns the action ofR C Schenck, U. S 
Minister at the court of St, Jam es, In becom­ 
ing director of the Em m a Silver MinlngCotn- 
pany, and vendors thereof, as Ill-advised and 
unfortunate.

He said 
there wns also opposition from owners of 
American vessels plying In Chinese waters, 
but he thought nevertheless, the treaty should 
be modified. 
The Senate Chinese Commission reconven­ 
ed in Sau Francisco Friday, all present ex- 
eest Haymond. F L Gordon testified at 
length concerning the offering of rewards for 
the assassination of obnoxious parties by 
Chinese. He mentioned several cases in 
which men had been killed for rewards and 
women black-mailed, cut and killed, A price 
had been offered for witness’ life tor enforcing 
the payment of a debt given him for collec­ 
tion from a Chinese firm. 
Judge Myrich, of the Probate Court, In San 
Fr incisco yesterday, appointed W. L. Palmer 
of Palmer, Knox A Co., guardian for Mamie 
W hiting on the ground that her mother was 
an unfit person to have control of her, being 
engaged in an attem pt to deprive her of her 
property, and also consented to her bigamous 
marriage with Jones. 
In the United States Circuit Court at St. 
Louis Friday Judgment was given for the 
Government In the case of W. R- Jovett for 
127,000. Tne case of Louis Tonscher, for $5, 
0o0 1» progressing and will no doubt be decid­ 
ed In favor of the Government. In addition 
to these suits, claims against a large amount 
of high wines captured at the time of the sel- 
sure* of the distilleries aad rectifying houses 
a year age, were withdrawn and the spirits 
will pass into the hands of the Government.

The system 
adopted by all political parties is the 
same, and it is but natural that those 
who are the chosen leaders of any 
party should come to the front when 
a vigorous campaign is inaugurated. 
The slurs of the Chronicle are as un­ 
graceful as illogical, aud when it re­ 
marks that proceedings showed the 
ascendency of the “noisy muscular 
element over the brains and respecta­ 
bility of the body,” is simply exhib­ 
iting the cloven foot. The issues of 
the present campaign are peculiar, 
and of vital importance to those who 
are sometimes termed the middle and 
lower classes. Indeed, while this re­ 
mark is made, it may be suggested 
that this portion of our population 
cannot be affected forgood or ill with­ 
out an Injury to every branch of our 
community. Sneers from a mercen­ 
ary journal amount to nothing really, 
yet, as the saying goes, a mad man 
may kill and a fool throw dirt. The 
Democratic party has a work to ac­ 
complish which it proposes to com­ 
plete. That is a renovation and a re­ 
construction of our political system. 
It is natural to suppose that iu a 
time when corruption is rampant, 
the party in power, under whose 
administration frauds have been 
committed would object to both .a 
change of authority or investigation. 
The criminal always dreads the hang­ 
man’s noose, and the Radicals dread 
investigations. The fact that the offi­ 
cers of the Democratic party were 
present at the Conveution signifies 
nothing more than that they were at­ 
tending to their legitimate office. 
That was their post of duty. No log­ 
ical objection can be made to their 
action. It appears that the Conveu­ 
tion was harmonious, that its purpose 
was correct, and in all respects the en­ 
tire action of the body shows that har­ 
mony will prevuil in its ranks. 


A Proper A ction. 
Wequote the following from theA/fa 
California, and although differing in 
politics from Mr. S a r g e n t, we give 
him credit for what he is doing iu be­ 
half of the people on the Chinese 
question. The followiug is au honest 
presentation of the case as it stands 
at Washington. 
The Alta speaks 
thus: “It is well known that a concur­ 
rent resolution, recommended for pas­ 
sage by the House Committee on Com­ 
merce, requests the Presideut to nego­ 
tiate for an additional article in the 
B u r lin g a m e treaty, substantially as 
follows: 
The United States of America do hereby 
reserve the rlglu to regu late, restrict or pre­ 
vent the immigration of Chinese subjects into 
ihe United states,except lor commercial pur­ 
suits; arul reciprocally the Emperor of China 
reserves the right to regulute, restrict or pre­ 
vent immigration of citizens into the Empire 
of China, except for commercial pursuits. 
Both P a g e and P ip e r say that the 
Committee would have consented to 
report the resolution without the 
clause allowing Chinese immigration 
for commercial pursuits, but they be­ 
lieved its adoption by Congress iu this 
form will accomplish the desired pur­ 
pose, as it evidently contemplates a 
strictly commercial convention, and 
they have uo doubt that ¡Secretary 
F is h will cause unmistakable lan­ 
guage to be inserted in the article,aud 
guard against all misconstruction. 
¡Senator S a r g e n t, on the other hand, 
emphatically expresses the opinion 
that the passage of this resolution 
would be a positive obstacle instead 
of a help to the attainment of relief 
from the present hordes. He believes 
it would be construed to cover Coolie 
immigration to an extent practically 
unlimited, and calls attention to the 
fact that it certainly would prevent 
the enactment of his bill, which pro­ 
vides that no more than ten Chinese 
passeugers shall be admitted on any 
one vessel. It is his purpose to press 
this bill, and also his pending resolu­ 
tion for a radical change in the treaty, 
as soon as the Senate resumes con­ 
sideration of legislative business, now 
checked by the impeachment trial. 
We believe Mr. S a r g e n t is right, and 
trust that he will push the matter 
through to a satisfactory result. All 
of the representatives of the Demo­ 
cratic party are in accord with Mr. 
S a r g e n t upon this measure, and 
tbeir co-operation with him in the 
good work will be as energetic as it is 
spontaneous. We are glad to express 
an harmonious sentiment, and in one 
respect be in accord with our contem­ 
porary. 


Nothing More nor Leas than Subsidy. 


A San Bernardino paper charges 
the H e r a l d with mispresentatiou in 
stating that Colonel c -c o tt asks the 
government to subsidize the Texas 
Pacific railroad to the amount of three 
hundred and fifty million dollars. The 
assertion of Colonel S c o tt that he 
does not aBk for subsidy is brought for­ 
ward as evidence to prove us guilty of 
the charge preferred. We shall enter 
a plea of not guilty and proceed to 
show in a single sentence that no 


matter what Colonel S c o tt states, his 
bill asks for three hundred and fifty 
million dollars subsidy to the Tex­ 
as Pacific road. He does .not demand 
a direct removal of this sum of mon­ 
ey from the Treasury of the United 
States into his own pocket. Knowing 
as be does that no such demaud would 
be acceded to 
he is too wily 
aud 
too 
politic 
to 
make 
it. But he seeks to accomplish the 
same end by a loundabout circumlocu­ 
tory process intended to mislead and 
deceive the people. This is the way 
the shrewd Colonel puts it: The gov­ 
ernment shall pay the interest on the 
bonds aud this interest amounts to 
three hundred aud fifty million dol­ 
lars. Now the point to be settled aud 
we leave the settlement to tne Texas 
Pacific party and their advocates, is, 
is there a difference except in amount 
between paying the interest on bonds 
and paying the bonds themselves? It 
is urged as something remarkable tiiat 
S c o tt proposes to give the road as se­ 
curity for the repayment of the inter­ 
est money he r sks the people to ad­ 
vance. But when we remember that 
all subsidized railrogds do precisely 
the same thing it is somewhat diffi­ 
cult to perceive the remarkable fea­ 
ture of the Colonel’s proposition. 


The North and South. 
We can but take a text from our 
contemporary, the Examiner, and fol­ 
lowing its arguments, with which we 
in general agree, must suggest that 
on tiie question of reconstruction, the 
movement and its results, there can 
be but one opinion among those who 
are at all conversant with the facts of 
the surroundings immediately after 
the war. At the surrender of General 
L e e , President L in c o ln adopted a 
pacific policy, and had he lived to car­ 
ry it out there would have been no 
such reconstruction measures adopted 
as have rendered the word “Union” 
emphatically a misnomer. The poli­ 
cy that would have guided the nation 
would have been kindly and just. 
A n d re w J o h n s o n endorsed the poli- 
icy of the President, and because of 
his doing so, fell from grace in the 
eyes of the Radicals; but stood firm 
after all in his original Democratic 
belief. He was a man of the people, 
and worked in every sphere of his ex­ 
perience for the people. The Exami­ 
ner remarks that, “The leading papers 
of the Radical party are making a de­ 
liberate effort to re-opeu the sectional 
issues settled in 1874 and during the 
Winter of 1875. 8ome of them re­ 
hearsing old stories disproved by their 
own special correspondents, assert 
that it will be necessary to renew the 
work of reconstruction, and forge a 
fresh code of coercive laws to replace 
those which have been tried and have 
failed. Nothing definite is set for­ 
ward in regard to these penal enact­ 
ments, but probably something like 
the infamous Force Bill brought be­ 
fore the last Congress would please 
the fancy of those who desire to see 
eleven American States reduced once 
more to a condition of tutelage.”There 
is some truth in this, and if there is 
anything in the signs of the times, it 
is quite evident that another Republi­ 
can national victory will only tend to 
make the condition of affairs in the 
South more unendurable than ever. 
We caunot forget the scene at Lexing­ 
ton and Concord a few months since, 
when General F o r r e s t so gracefully 
returned to the military authorities 
the flag that be captured from the 
Massachusetts regiment, nor can we 
forget the cordial greeting given by 
the Fifth Massachusetts regiment to 
the Fifth Maryland, nor the generous 
benediction given by the people of 
Boston to General F o r r e s t when he 
retired from the headquarters of Rad­ 
icalism. These incidents do mean 
something, and we feel quite confident 
their effect will be felt in the forming 
of a popular sentiment during the 
coming campaign, and we can but 
think that the efforts of the Radical 
extremists to re-open dead issues will 
prove so nauseating that they will 
end in au emphatic failure. We have 
too much faith in the sense of our peo­ 
ple to believe that the extravagant 
policy of the Radical party will avail 
much. There is a solid logic iu the 
popular mind that will show itself 
when emergencies arise, and we ex­ 
pect to tlnd it in the coming cam­ 
paign. 


M ood y and SANKEYhave 
done a wonderful amount of good at 
the East, and have earned all of the 
money they have received. They be­ 
lieve in H o ra c e G r e e ly and after 
completing their work among the un­ 
christianized East of the Mississippi 
have gone West.

S a n F ra n c is c o , May 27.—In the 3d 
District Court to-day Theodore Leroy 
tiled a complaint against the Spring 
Valley Water Company and Alameda 
Water Company, l'lie complaint al­ 
leges that William C. Ralston, Chas. 
Webb Howard, Charles N. Felton and 
J. M. Reyder, who controlled a major­ 
ity of the Alameda Co’s stock, con­ 
spired to obtain control of the Spring 
Valley Water Co., with a view to 
Belling the Alameda Water Works to 
the latter company for a price exceed­ 
ing their value aud for their own pri­ 
vate use selling property of both com­ 
panies, to the city. Charles Haskell, 
who is also a defendant to the suit, 
aud who owned lands bordering on 
Alameda Creek, delivered the right of 
tiie same to Ralston with the under­ 
standing that on giving information 
of the scheme he would receive $50,- 
OOG worth of Spring Valley stock. E. 
H. Dyer, Deputy Surveyor General, 
also it is alleged, iu consideration of 
$50,000 worth of stock, unlawfully 
gave Ralston aud his associates infor­ 
mation with regard to the water sup­ 
ply of Calaveras and made a contract 
to transfer to them certain mountain 
lauds in Calaveras. Chas McLaughlin, 
grantee of the Western Pacific Rail­ 
road entered into a similar contract, it 
is alleged, in view of a prospective ac­ 
quisition of $10,000 worth of stock. 
Ralston, it is further alleged, bribed 
a majority of the Board of Supervi­ 
sors witli $5,000 eacli to elect T. R. 
Scowden, who was a mere creature, it 
is said, in Ralston’s hands, and who 
was to report upon various supplies of 
water. Agreeably to this contract 
Scowden was elected, and in conside­ 
ration of stock of the Spriug Valley 
Water Company reported favorably 
to the water supplies to which Mo 
Laughlin, Haskell aud Dyer held the 
title. Subsequently, it is alleged,Ral­ 
ston procured the election of a Board 
of Trustees of the Spring Valley Com­ 
p ny, aud succeeded in selling to that 
company for $1,600,000 the franchise 
ot the Alameda Water Compauy, 
which was not worth $10,000. In con­ 
sideration ol these alleged frauds the 
Court is petitioned to declare the acts 
of the Trustees elected iu December, 
1874, void; that the defendants be re­ 
strained from disposing of any of the 
$1,000,000 of bonds issued for the pur­ 
chase of the Alameda Company’s 
works,aud tlmt they be canceled; also, 
that the claims of innocent bondhold­ 
ers,of whom plaintiff claims to be one, 
he held valid as against the Spriug 
Valley Water Company.

EASTERN NEWS. 


Killed by ludiaus. 
L in c o ln , Neb., May 27th.—Private 
advices say tiie company of adventur­ 
ers from Cincinnati, wbicli passed 
through here a month ago, known as 
Coiustore’s squad, were attacked by 
Indiuus near Gustar City a tew days 
ago and eleven out of tweuty-two 
killed. They were the sons of wealthy 
Cincinnati men, and went on the trip 
more for a frolic than anything else, 
blave Eiurtucljiallou iu Cuba. 
W a s h in g to n , May 27th.—The last 
advices received at the Department of 
State relative to the emancipation of 
slaves iu Cuba were vpry favorable. 
The advices show that the Colonial 
Government was carrying out in good 
faith, aud as fast as practicable, its 
pledges regarding emancipation. The 
reply of Secretary Fisn to Earl Derby’s 
last note was despatched by steamer 
leaving New York Thursday. 
Tbe H u lan t Rltler. 
N ew Y o rk , May 27th.—Geo.Parker 
has so far recovered from the effects of 
his late ride that it is announced that 
he will next Thursday attempt to ride 
three huudred miles with thirty mus­ 
tangs in fifteen hours at Fleetwood 
Park. The race will commence at 4 
A. M. and end at 7 P. H. 
Merchants lu Connell. 
N e w Y o rk , May 27th.—A prelimi­ 
nary meeting of merchants, sugar re­ 
finers and coffee dealers was held in 
Wail street to day to devise means for 
tiie protection of the business between 
New York and the West, which busi­ 
ness is carried to Boston in conse­ 
quence of the prohibitory action of the 
managers of railroads leading out of 
this city. It was shown that the mer­ 
chants of Boston were enabled to have 
their freight transported to Chicago 
and principal points West at rates 
ranging from 25 to 5u per cent, below 
the tariff charged from this city. A 
committee was appointed to prepare a 
report on the Buhject to be presented 
to a general meeting to be held Mon­ 
day next. 
Turkey—Fleets lor tbe Boapherns. 
W a s h in g to n , May 27.—The Gov­ 
ernment official services of the recent 
meeting at Berlin, of the representa­ 
tives of Russia, Germany and Austria, 
also of the revorutionary condition of 
affairs in Turkey, but the official ad­ 
vices do not differ materially from dis- 
Íatches published in the newspapers, 
t seems that the same statement re­ 
garding the conference at Berlin was 
given to the press and to the represen­ 
tatives oi foreign governments, ex­ 
cept, perhaps, the representative of 
Eugiand, which country was asked, 
earnestly to join in carrying out the 
plans adopted at this conference. The 
fact that England’s envoy promptly 
rejected the plan and immediately 
ordered a formidable fleet to Bospho­ 
rus, which place is to be immediately 
strengthened, is regarded in official 
circles here as indicating great dan­ 
ger to Ottoman Empire, in fact a se­ 
cret meeting at Berlin is regarded as 
likely to produce the dismember­ 
ment of the Ottoman Empire if 
the plan adopted is carried out, un­ 
less the governments of England, 
France and Spain continue to 
i rtvent it. It i> understood here that 
France, Spain aad Italy will send 


their fleets to the Bosphorus at once, 
whatever may be their final destina­ 
tion as to which side of the question 
they may espouse. This Government 
has no advices as yet from the Amer­ 
ican Consul at Salónica regarding the 
recent massacre at that place. As soon 
as the massacre became known at 
Nice, Rear Admiral Worden, com­ 
manding the U. S. European fleet, 
Íiroceeded at once in his flag-ship, the 
I'rauklin, to Salónica to look after our 
interests. The other ships of the fleet 
were ordered to follow. After look­ 
ing into affairs at Saloniea the fleet 
will proceed to Hospliorous to look af­ 
ter ami protect the American interests 
in that quarter. The Government is 
without any official advices relative 
to the proposition said to have been 
made by the Colonial Government of 
Spain to pawn the customs revenue of 
Cuba, and Britisli capitalists, in order 
to raise funds to suppress the revolt In 
that island, even If true, and the re­ 
sult should be the perpetuation of Af­ 
rican slavery in Cuba, this Govern­ 
ment cannot interfere to prevent it. 
Tbe Case or Wluslow. 
W a s h in g to n , May 27th.—'The de­ 
cision of the Government not to pros­ 
ecute Lawrence on charges other than 
those for which he was extradited,and 
to which he has plead guilty is the ac­ 
tion of the Department of Justice 
alone and can have uo significance in 
connection with-the controversy over 
the Winslow case, except such as may 
be given by the British Government, 
and should it accept the decision as 
equivalent to a pledge on the part of 
lliis Government that Winslow will 
not be tried for the charges other than 
than those on which his extradition 
is asked. 
Cnee of Davenport. 
N e w Y o rk , May 27th.—The Con­ 
gressional sub-Couunittee investigat­ 
ing the Department of Justice iu this 
city, continued their inquiries to-day 
at the Astor House. 
Marshal Fiske 
testified relative to the appointment 
and payment of a large number ot 
special Marshals in the election of 
1871. Joseph H. Chotft, President of 
the Union League Club, and a former 
member of the Committee of seventy, 
explained the relations betweeu that 
Committee and John J. Davenport. 
The election of 1871 had cost tbe Com­ 
mittee of Seventy $70.000. The Com­ 
mittee paid Davenport lor his services 
$20,000. The witness knew Daven­ 
port received money from the Gov­ 
ernment and also from private sub­ 
scription to detail men to prevent 
election frauds, but this money was 
not sufficient for the purpose. The 
Committee were satisfied with Dav­ 
enport’s work and believed he did his 
best to prveut frauds. 
An exchange says: “The crowning 
of the May Queen passed off very 
pieasantly[in Killingly, Connecticut.”

he Couneil’s Tweedledum—A Card from Mr, 
Potts. 


E d it o r H e r a l d . -W ill you please 
allow meto make a few comments in 
your columns on the proceedings of 
our City Council. The reasons alleged 
in the report on selling water to J. W. 
Potts and others why they should not 
grant the request are first: 
Because 
the eity has heretofore granted water 
rights to the Woolen Mill; and, sec­ 
ond, that people on the Los Feli9 
Ranch take the water when they 
please; third, if they grant'Mr. Potts 
his rights they will have to grant oth­ 
ers their rights; fourth, tl,at they can­ 
not divide the water equally between 
all who are entitled to it without de­ 
creasing tbe quantity of water used by 
the domi nant party who are already 
usiug the water. But* I see by the 
morning papers that they take the au­ 
thority as city officials to appoint a 
water overseer on a certain ditch out­ 
side of the city limits. 
And this is 
not all that our City Council does by 
arbitrary acts without consulting the 
laws or justice: They order the water 
turned outof the public ditch on to 
my land whenever it suits their con­ 
venience, and order a man whom they 
call Zanjero to go through ray land 
and open my fence at his will, which 
they have no more legal right to do 
then they have to order him to open 
my door to go through to the other 
street. These are some of the pro­ 
ceedings of 
our City Council, for 
which, in case cf a lawsuit by some 
party who is determined not to be run 
over any longer, the tux-payers of the 
city will have to foot the bills, as in 
the case of the Felis Ranch and Re­ 
quena suits, and many other things 
equally absured and'unjust are done 
by them, which I will write of at some 
future time. I do not intend to im­ 
peach all of the Council in this article, 
as some of them were and always are 
ready to do justice to all parties, but 
as they are in the minority their ef­ 
forts prove useless.

Some of 
this tobacco was grown here and some 
at Costa. It is the choicest of last 
year’s crop, and possesses a peculiarly 
fine aroma, and if anythingcan, dem­ 
onstrates the entire adaptability of 
this section to the culture of tbe weed. 


A Cannon wiih a History. 


The attention of the public was con­ 
siderably aroused yesterday by the ex­ 
hibition of a ten or twelve foot long 
cannon, which was hauled up on 
Third street to be put in order for use 
on tbe Fourth of July. This rusty old 
piece of ordinauce has quite a history, 
having doubtless been cast in Spain 
long before any of the present genera­ 
tion saw the light of uay. 
Mr. A. S. 
Beard, an old resident of Los Angeles, 
informs us that it was discovered on 
the site of tbe old fort in Los Angeles, 
the rains having washed away the 
dirt under which it was buried by the 
Mexicans, doubtless to prevent it 
from falling into the hands of the 
Americans. It was used in Los Ange­ 
les to fire a salute on the occasion of 
the election of Franklin Pierce to the 
presidency in 1852. 
Some time after­ 
ward an incident occurred at a ball 
given by one of the leading citizens of 
Los Angeles, which resulted in this 
same cannon being dragged up in front 
of the house where the Gall was going 
on, and fired of to cause a disturbance 
of the festivities, so to speak. 
A fight 
followed which resulted in the death 
of three or four persons. The next ap­ 
pearance of the old tbunderer is said 
to have taken place in this city at a 
time when a conflict between the Uni­ 
ted States authorities and early Mor­ 
mon settlers seemed imminent. 
The 
representatives of the United States 
are said to have double shotted the 
grim looking weapon, a proceeding 
which was checkmated by some of tbe 
other side driving a rat-tail file into 
the vent, thus effectually spiking it. 
It is said it was then thrown into a 
well where it has remained, thence to 
be brought forth to salute the begin­ 
ning of our second century’s existence 
as a nation. May it serve the occa­ 
sion well, and never be used for any 
more warlike or less pleasant purpo­ 
ses.— San Bernardino Times. 


The Extreme of Impudence. 


A case was lately tried in the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, Dublin, iu which 
the plaintiff sued for damages for in­ 
juries sustained by falling into a 'cel­ 
lar, the grating of which had been 
improperly left open by the defendant. 
The plaintiff, in bis fall, broke tbe 
grating, and for this damage to his 
property the defendant claimed the 
sum of £5. Plaintiffs counsel said 
that the audacity of this demand bad 
never been paralleled in his experi­ 
ence, except in one instance, and this 
exceptional case he proceeded to re­ 
late for the benefit of the court and 
jnry. There lived, he said, at one 
time in Merrion Square, Dublin, (the 
fashionable quarter of that city), an 
eminent lawyer, who afterward came 
to occupy a place on the Judicial bench. 
He was a man of high professional at­ 
tainments, but of testy and irritable 
temper. 
His next door neighbor was 
a retired Major, noted for the eccen­ 
tricities of bis habits; between the 
two there was anything but friendly 
feeling, and they did all in their pow­ 
er to annoy and harass each other. 
One night, memorable in Ireland as 
“ the night of the great storm,” the 
Major’s chimneys were blown down. 
Crash they went through the roof of 
the lawyer’s house, and thence down 
through floor after floor, carrying 
havoc in their course. The man of 
law was in no good humor as he con­ 
templated the destruction, and what 
made matters worse was that it was 
the Major’s chimneys that had occa­ 
sioned the wreck. His mind was ac­ 
tively engaged in devising some pro­ 
cess by which he could get satisfac­ 
tion from his arch enemy, when a 
missive arrived from the latter, couch­ 
ed as follows: “Send me back my 
bricks immediately, or I ’ll put the 
matter into the hands of an attorney.’
